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for the Crescent City Derby, was sent over five- 
eighths of a mile in a 2 :00 minute clip. Bob McLean, 
Spencer Reif and Janeway, American Derby candi- 
dates, were taken out in the seme set and given 
long gallops. 

C. R. Ellison’s Skilful, S. S. Tracey & Co.’s The 
Don, “Bishop” Poole’s Flocarline and Sidney C. 
Love were worked over the inside course. 

C. R. Ellison’s expensive youngsters were worked 
in several different sets, the colt Johnny M., by 
Kingston— Wantage, doing the fastest three fur- 
longs of the year, which was accomplished in a 
faction less than 40 seconds. 

George Walker had J. W. Schorr’s full set of two- 
year-olds, numbering twenty-two in all, out, and the 
perfect health in which they have wintered enabled 
him to give each a breezing through the stretch. 
Moharib, the supposed crack of the stable and full 
brother to Judith Campbell, was noticeable among 
the Schorr youngsters. 1 

Burns & Waterhouse’s great four-year-old race 
horse Corrigan met with a serious accident at the 
Oakland track last Wednesday. He was being ex- 
ercised along with . a two-year-old when the latter 
became frightened and cut across the track, carry- 
ing Corrigan wish him. Corrigan was going with 
such force that he crashed into the fence and 
turned a somersault over it. He was fortunate to 
escape with a bruised shoulder, scraped knee and 
back, and may not be permanently affected as a 
result of the accident. Jockey L. Woods, who was 
riding Corrigan, was thrown violently to the ground 
and suffered a broken collar bone and other in- 
juries. 

Starter C. J. Fitzgerald closed two contracts last 
Monday by wire for the comiog season. One was 
with the Metropolitan Jockey Club of New York 
and the other with the Montgomery Park Club, 
Memphis. Mr. Fitzgerald has so improved in 
health since going to New Orleans that he now 
shows no signs of ever having had the dread fever 
which so nearly carried him away. His work there 
with the no-recall system has been superb, and the 
club and public are alike greatly pleased. 

Over 150 different owners are represented in the 
list of entries to the stakes of the New Louisville 
Jockey Club, including all of the leading western 
stables. Omitting the Steeplechase Handicap, 
which naturally has a limited number, the stakes 
have averaged over 100 each, the total being 991 en- 
tries as follows : Debutante, 93; Bashford Manor, 
98 ; Juvenile, 96; Clark Handicap, 71 ; Fehr, 88 ; Blue 
Grass, 81; Steeplechase, 35; Kentucky Derby, 137; 
Kentucky Oaks, 105; Nursery, 187. 

E. Corrigan has bought from Albert Simons the 
imported horse Corblett’s Bay on private terms. 
Corblett’s Bay was one of the lot which Enoch 
Wishard bought in England and brought to this 
country for John A. Drake. He raced at New Or- 
leans in the name of J. W. Berthurum, and was 
claimed out of a selling race and later sold to 
Simons. 

The stewards at New Orleans have put into force 
a desirable rule, namely, that agents of book- 
makers will not be allowed in the stalls in the pad- 
dock when trainers are giving riding instructions to 
jockeys. If the rule can be rigidly euforced it will 
do away with a great deal of unsatisfactory talk as 
to the running of the races. 

C. E. Mahone, who has P. Dunne’s former colt, 
Banter, in training at Louisville, is also anxious to 
experience the sensation of owning a Derby winner, 
and he has already started with Banter, and during 
the past week the gelding was sent over long gal- 
lops in company with other Mahone horses. Ban- 
ter is by Bassetlaw — Marsala, and was one of P. 
Dunne’s great eollection of two-year-olds last 
spring, which included Early, the prospective 
favorite for this year’s Tennessee Derby ; Savable, 
last year’s Futurity winner ; Allan, Poor Boy and 
others.

In a recent issue of the San Francisco Bulletin 
Ralph Tozer, who was an official of the Butte meet- 
ing last summer, has the following to say concern- 
ing the supposed ringer, Hiram Johnson : 

“ The ‘ringing’ of “Hiram Johnson’ at New Orleans 
is the talk of the track these days, and now it is 
the general belief that the Johnson which was too 
much for the Crescent City people, especially the 
pencilers was no other than our old friend McNa- 
mara with his coat Titianized. McNamara was the 
most improved horse ever known in Butte, Mont., 
graduating from the selling-plater division into the 
handicap class in short order and winning one or 
two good stakes for L. O. Walz, who purchased 
him out of a selling race the horse had won for 
W. P. Magrane. About the last day of the Butte 
meeting McNamara was sold to some unknown by 
Ben Levy, who was interested with Walz, the con- 
sideration being $2,500. 

“ The unknown walked Levy to the bank and 
twenty-five one hundred dollar bills were counted 
out, the names of the actual buyers being withheld 
from Levy, try as hard as he might to secure the 
information. Then the order came to deliver the 
horse into the hands of a person who would bo in 
waiting on a side street of Butte. That was the 
last seen of McNamara, and as the rumor gained 
currency that he had been purchased by a firm of 
wealthy lawyers in the Montana metropolis it was 
wondered what the next move would be. If Hiram 
Johnson and McNamara are ono and the same a 
big clean-up could easily have been made, and 
probably was, though Riley Grannan declared not 
more than $5,000 was lost in the ring that day over 
the victory of the stranger. The suspended Mr. 
Mathieson owned a horse or two at Butte last sum- 
mer, and if memory serves he was a great friend of 
a turfman supposed to have had something to do 
with the alleged ‘Spooks’ last season and now in 
New Orleans. If this turns out to be correct it is 
among the possibilities that the true story of the

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Capt. S. S. Brown has declared his colt Hyphen 
ont of the $50,000 Great Republic Stakes, to be run 
at Saratoga in 1904. Hyphen, who is a four-year- 
old son of Himyar — Semaphore, distinguished him- 
self last summer by winning the Brighton Derby 
from Major Daingerfield. running a mile and a 
quarter in 2 :04^. Capt. Brown’s colt carried 111 
pounds in that race, receiving fifteen pounds from 
Major Daingerfield, but his performance was so 
sensational that a majority of the experts expressed 
the opinion that Hyphen could have won just the 
same at even weights. Shortly after winning the 
Derby, however, Hyphen went wrong. He devel- 
oped lameness, and rather than take any further 
chances with him, trainer Peter Wimmer decided 
to retire the son of Himyar lor the season. The 
colt went into winter quarters in tolerably good 
shape and not long ago he was reported to have 
completely recovered from his disability. But his 
withdrawal from the rich Great Republic Stakes 
on Jan. 1 is taken to mean that Captain Brown and 
trainer Wimmer have concluded that the Himyar 
colt will never be himself again. Capt. Brown has 
experienced more than a fair share of racing ill 
luck, so that it is about time for the tables to turn. 
He has a big stable in training down at Mobile for 
the coming season, and his two-year-olds are said 
to be the finest lot that ever went to the Captain’s 
feed box. 

The imported nine-year-old chestnut stallion, My 
Boy, by Marcion — Marchioness, she by Pelligrino, 
and owned by H. Eugene Leigh, has been shipped 
to the Trade Wind Stud at Castalian Springs, near 
Gallatin, T«nn„ the stock farm of Dr. E. S. Carr, 
where he has gone to stand for stud purposes. As 
a three-year-old he won the Visitors’ Plate and 
Welter Handicap at Newmarket, but later, in the 
same season met with an accident which termi- 
nated his racing career. His half sister, a year- 
ling, was sold at Doncaster, England, September, 
1902, for 2.400 guineas. 

The Crescent City Jockey Club is experimenting 
on a scheme to keep the track there in good shape 
in bad weather. A man approached one of the 
officials and told him of a chemical he had which 
he would guarantee would turn the buckshot clay 
into a substance resembling sand. His idea is to 
pour this chemical over the ground and burn the 
life ont of the soil. After being treated he claims 
that the soil will crumble up like sand and will not 
retain moisture. The inventor of this oil or chem- 
ical is now experimenting on a tract of ground at 
the old Oakland track. If his idea proves feasible 
the fair grounds track will be treated. 
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
